The project has been assigned 
to the U. S. Forestry 
Service, 
w hich will lease good grain land, 
not less than 40 acres in any one 
place, for a period of 10 years, 
paying the general rate for land 
in this county.

WPB OFFICIAL SAYS SCRAP METAL 


MUST COME IN TO KEEP BIAST 


FURNACES GOING THIS WINTER 


“Hungry steel mills, with only a ten-day supply of 'food' in 
sight, today were crying to lhe War Production Board for help.'' 
Howard Freeman, Southern California branch manager for the WPB 
declared last week. 


WPB answ ered w ith a m o v e ^ 
w hich gives prom ise of insuring 
square meals for the country’s 
blast furnaces through the lean 
m onths of next w inter. 
Louis M. Dreves, area m anager 
of W PB’s industrial salvage divi­ 
sion, brought back from a three- 
day conference in 
W ashington 
the news that betw een now and 
Decem ber 31, w hen cold w eather 
norm ally halts scrap collections, 
a 7,000,000-ton national 
stock­ 
pile m ust be rounded up, even 
if it m eans scrapping idle peace­ 
tim e m achinery to do it. 
Reporting to WPB area chief 
A lexander Macdonald the results 
of the conference Dreves reveal­ 
ed th at the Los Angeles indus­ 
trial area has accounted for more 
than 50 percent of collections in 
the six W estern states. 
This rem arkable 
show ing 
is 
offset, Dreves showed, by th e fact 
th at California mills eat up scrap 
at the rate of 102,000 tons 
a 
month, and at present they have 
in sight just about enough to 
keep them going for ten days to 
three weeks. 
"Now that new steel m ills are 
building—one in the Los Angeles 
area—the am ount of scrap iron 
developed on the coast m ust be 
stepped up sharply or ship plate 
and arm or steel production will 
have to be curtailed,” Dreves de­ 
clared. 
"That means 482.000 tons 
of 
m etal m ust be accum ulated 
in 
California as a stock-pile to make 
up for the usual w inter shortage 
in supplies.”

Per Capita Cost 


County Govt. Goes 


Up 
19% in 5 Years 


The per capita cost of River­ 
side county government went 
up 79 per cent between 1935­ 
36 and 1940-41, a study of e x ­ 
penditures of county govern­ 
ments in California, made pub­ 
lic today by California Taxpay­ 
ers association, shows. 


In 1935-36 the county 
spent 
$19.13 for each man, woman and 
child in the area. In 1936-37, the 


county 
expenditures 
averaged 
$24.49 per capita. In 1937-38 they 
totalled $30.22; in 1938-39 
they 
am ounted to $32.27; in 1939-40 
they w ere $31.97, and for 1940­ 
41, the last year for which com­ 
plete data are available, 
the 
county spent $34.19 per capita. 
A verage expenditures by all the 
counties for all purposes amount­ 
ed to $18.70 in 1935-36 and $29.23 
in 1940-41. A large share of the 
increase in county government 
costs has been due to the increase 
in expenditures for relief, the 
association pointed out. Expendi­ 
tures for charities 
and 
correc­ 
tions by the counties throughout 
the state w ent up from a per cap­ 
ita of $7.82 in 1935-36 to an aver­ 
age per capita of $17.56 in 1940­ 
41.

ty, and by the tim e you get back 
to the raw m aterial in the ground, 
you will have two costs, wages 
and profits. 
As wages I have grouped 
all 
moneys paid for servicés ren d er­ 
ed—salaries, commissions, 
pen­ 
sions, etc. 
By profits I mean the 
m oney received above a reasona­ 
ble fee for service, interest on 
investm ent, etc. Even a large part 
of interest charges is represented 
by salaries paid to bookkeepers, 
bank clerks, and other employees. 
But, you m ay say, how about 
rents, taxes, m achinery, equip­ 
m ent, fixtures, and dozens of oth ­ 
er items th a t go into th e cost of 
any agricultural or m anufactur­ 
ed article? 
Yes, rents pay taxes, and the 
labor and profit th at 
produced 
the building and developed 
the 
land. 
Taxes pay salaries of gov­ 
ernm ent employees, pensions and 
w ages and profits of th e produc­ 
ers of equipm ent used. 
Profits can and are being regu­ 
lated to a certain degree and can 
be reduced to th e vanishing point. 
W hen th at point is reached 
in­ 
vestors will no longer 
produce, 
and the goose th at laid the gold­ 
en egg will have been killed. U n­ 
cle Sam w ould then 
have 
no 
profits to tax from w hich to pay 
labor or to finance the w ar. 
Of 
course, the sam e would apply to 
wages. W ithout individual profits 
our form of governm ent would 
be gone and everybody 
would 
have to w ork for the govern­ 
m ent and be supported 
by 
it. 
T hat’s communism. 
This thesis could be carried on 
ad infinitum , and no doubt can 
be shot full of holes. It is not 
intended as an argum ent to re ­ 
duce wages, but sim ply to eq u al­ 
ize and stabilize wages and p n f- 
its to prevent collapse 
of 
the 
w hole economic set-up. 
I am net an econom ist nor a 
political analyst, so I w ish some 
expert would explain to me just 
how there can be a price ceiling, 
or how inflation can be prev en t­ 
ed, w ithout putting a ceiling on 
wages and profits, especially ,n 
the w ar industries. 
The roregoing 
effusion 
v as 
prom pted hy a m anuscript hand­ 
ed to me yesterday. It was the 
text of a radio address by H. V 
K ahenborn on July 31. 
A few 
excetpL- from this address art- 
reprinted here: 


"T here has been a veritable or­ 
gy of wage increases since the 
President told 
Congress 
and 
the country th at wages can and 
should be kept at existing levels. 
Practically all these w age in­ 
c r e a s e s 
stim ulate 
inflation. 
Practically all of 
them 
have 
been made a t the expense of 
the 
A m erican taxpayer. P rac­ 
tically all of them w ere given 
to th e favored m inority of A m ­ 
erican labor. This is th e 20% 
which is included in those la­ 
bor unions th at have pow erful 
pressure groups in W ashing­ 
ton. 
Since A pril m ost of the 
other 80% of A m erican w ork­ 
ers got increases in th e cost of 
living, but no increase in w ag­ 
es . . . . ” 
“Now w e face a 
situation 
w here the dem ands of th e farm 
bloc as w ell as the dem ands 
of the labor bloc th reaten 
to 
get out of hand. As a result of 
the action of the W ar Labor 
Board in 
granting 
unionized 
w orkers of L ittle Steel 
the 
wage increase of 44 cents a day, 
a flood of new wage dem ands 
has been created. Also the 40 
m illion w orkers who have had

no, recent w age increases are 
beginning to ask why, if we use 
taxpayers’ m oney to increase 
union wages, w e can’t use ta x ­ 
payers money to increase non­ 
union wages. In tim e of war, 
all American citizens are en­ 
titled to the sam e 
treatm ent 
from their governm ent. 
That 
governm ent has no right to fa­ 
vor one 
or 
tw o 
organized 
groups at the expense of all the 
rest . . . . ” 


"Let us recall th at studies by 
th e Labor D epartm ent, reveal 
th at even before the W ar L a­ 
bor Board gave steel w orkers 
an inflationary wage increase, 
the average w eekly 
earnings 
for factory w orkers in th e U nit­ 
ed States were up 35% above 
the pre-w ar period. The week­ 
ly incomes of ship-builders are 
up 42% over w hat they w ere in 
the pre-w ar period. Assuming 
th a t there has been a 17% in­ 
crease in the cost of living, this 
still gives the average unioniz­ 
ed w orker a w ar profit of 18%. 
In peace-tim e every generous 
m inded 
A m erican 
welcomes 
reasonable wage increases. But 
in 
w ar tim e 
every patriotic 
Am erican should condemn in­ 
crease of wage 
that w ill pro­ 
duce, first inflation, then col­ 
lapse, and then unprecedented 
m isery for the 
very 
w orkers 
who are now getting a brief un ­ 
healthy inflation fling . . . . ” 


The w ar situation is dark, very 
dark indeed! 
If th e uprising in 
India is not suppressed Japan, 
who has her troops massed on the 
Indian frontier, w ill m ove in and 
shut off the U nited N ations’ only 
supply line through India to Chi­ 
na and China m ay fall. If Russia 
falls G erm any w ill be in better po­ 
sition to repel any Invasion and 
w ith Japan can concentrate on an 


attem pt to drive allied ships from 
the seas. 
Still we are complacent. 
Too 
m any of us are following our 
peace-tim e w ay of life. Not that 
we don’t w an t to do our part, 
but w e don’t know ju st w hat to 
do. 
H enry K aiser has been 
given 
the go signal to m ake 100 cargo 
planes, and if he succeeds, 
to 
build 400 more, but w ith this u n ­ 
derstanding, he m ust not take m a­ 
terial needed for the production 
of com bat planes. H ere’s w here 
we can help. 
Every one of us 
| can supply som e of th at m aterial 
I in the form of scrap metal. K ai- 
|ser has guaranteed to build the 
I cargo planes. 
U nauthorized and self-appoint­ 
ed, speaking fo r the new spapers 
of the nation, I am ready to g u ar­ 
antee to H enry K aiser that the 
newspapers o f 10,000 A m erican 
cities, towns and villages 
are 
ready to conduct such a drive 
if he will tell us ju st w hat he 
wants. 
These 10,000 com m uni­ 
ties 
could 
easily 
contribute 
enough scrap to build 10,000 car­ 
go planes, w ithout 
taking 
one 
ounce away from present produc­ 
tion plants. It w ould be m aterial 
that has not been brought out of 
hiding during the long 
salvage 
drive th at has been in progress 
the past few m onths. It is hoped 
Mr. K aiser w ill take advantage 
of the facilities available through 
the new spapers of th e country 
to conduct such a drive.

« I Rise to Remark 


By SENATOR JOHN PH ILLIPS 


"Three years ago I tried to sell 
out my hardw are business be­ 
cause so m any folks w ere moving 
aw ay from town on account of 
getting better jobs in the Bay 
section. 
Then the Arm y started 
all of a sudden to build a big 
training camp right at the edge 
of town, and today there's not a 
house to 
rent 
w ithin 
tw enty 
miles. 
But now I can't hire a 
clerk even at double the wages I 
used to pay. A lot of strangers 
come in every clay to buy things 
and I’m all wore out telling them 
I haven’t got what they want. So 
I’d still like to sell out and m ay­ 
be go to work on a construction 
iob, but my lease on the store 
bus four years to run and my 
andlord won't let me out of it. 
He says that it would take a lot 
of fixing up to m ake it into a 
jood cocktail bar or pool 
hall, 
and he couldn't get the materials. 
Even if he did, he couldn't find 
anybody to do the work. Besides 
there are three good places v a­ 
cant now w here two auto deal­ 
ers and an electric store have 
closed up. So I really don’t know 
what in hell I should do.” 
W ith this statem ent from a 
sm all m erchant in a 
N orthern 
California town, the third report, 
or perhaps I should say the third 
section of the report of the Sen­ 
ate Interim Comm ittee on Eco­ 
nomic Planning is presented to 
the people of California. 
The statem ent will bring a sym ­ 
pathetic feeling to the hearts of 
eve ry business man who reads it. 
“California,” says the report, 
“has a triple assignm ent of tasks 
in the w inning of this war. 
She 
is th e No. 1 State in production 
of food and fiber from her fields, 
and the No. 1 State in the pro­ 
duction of w ar equipm ent from 
her factories. She was on the 
way, w hen the figures became se­ 
cret, to be the No. 1 State in 
the production of fighting men 
from Army, Navy, and M arine 
Corps training centers.” 
The first section of the report 


was a brief m em orandum on the 
effects of the w ar on California’s 
tourist business. Incidentally, re ­ 
cent figures indicate that for the 
j six m onths’ period ending May 
1st, 1942, 
Soqthern 
California 
tourists 
spent 
$37.006,000 
less 
than in the same period a 
year 
ago. 
This first section of the re ­ 
port recom mended the cultiva­ 
tion of closer “prospects", 
and 
the suggestion not only met w ith 
favor bu t with some results. 
It 
is sim ply the application of the 
"greener pastures” theory 
to 
C alifornia tourist business. Eas­ 
tern States, particularly 
New 
York State, are said 
to 
have 
been successful in the application 
of sim ilar methods. 
The second section of the re­ 
port, w hich had very w ide d istri­ 
bution, dealt w ith the “w ar tim e 
problem s of agriculture.” 
Re­ 
quests are still coming in for the 
report, and it is still being dis­ 
tributed, 
This new third section of th e 
report deals w ith th e w ar tim e 
problem s of sm all business. A l­ 
ready 12% of 
C alifornia’s 15,­ 
000 service stations have 
been 
closed. 1,200 of 
these 
are 
in 
Southern California. 
Gasoline sales are down more 
than 16% from a year ago. P rob­ 
lems of priorities and m aterial, 
of the rationing goods, and of 
the control of prices, labor costs 
and supplies, enter into 
the pic­ 
ture. as do rising taxes. The re ­ 
port says that "the early appli­ 
cation of strict priorities on the 
m ovem ent of people as well 
as 
goods would appear to be inevi­ 
table." and cites the fact that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, 
the 
m ajor railroad of Southern C ali­ 
fornia. is now carrying 85% more 
¡ton m iles of traffic than in the 
boom year of 1928. 


Next week’s letter will continue 
the discussion of this new report, 
indicating the questions 
which 
sm all business men are 
asking 
w ith some anxiety, and giving 
the four conclusions of the com ­ 
mittee.

“This part of the country is 
not at all ‘w ar m inded’. T hey are 
more' concerned with soy beans 
and corn and ‘chicken for the 
m inister’ on Sunday th an they 
are in the actual civilian defense 
program. That is our reaction. 
’They are very ‘salvage 
con­ 
scious' because this is a great in­ 
dustrial region and m etallics are 
their very life. So our project to 
recover 
the m etals 
from 
old 
dumps is going over in a big way 
and they are getting busy much 
sooner than we expected. 
"We have driven through Ne­ 
vada, U tah, N ebraska, Iowa, In­ 
diana, Ohio and K entucky so far 
this month, looking over 
the 
wastefullness of our country. T ru­ 
ly wc have discarded enough me­ 
tals to equip a hugh arm y, 
and 
that w aste is still on the nations 
dumps y et to be used. A huge 
store house of metals ready to 
be used long before the pres­ 
ent gleenings can be salvaged. It 
will all have to be used before 
another two years pass. 
“We visited in W aterloo, Iowa, 
and had the pleasure of attending 
the Presbyterian church where 
Doctor M acartney has preached 
some tim e. 
He is still beloved 
by all who know him and many 
were the messages sent by us to 
him. 
We also spent 
a 
happy 
weekend in the tow n of m y birth 
in northern Indiana. Lake Tippi- 
canoe is still the most beautiful 
spot on earth and Mrs. lllick is 
rem inded of England in the quiet 
charm of the old ‘Tippys’ river, 
w ith beautiful sum m er 
homes. 
There are m any lovely spots in 
this U nited States, but the farm 
on the banks of old Tippy still 
is tops to me. The shore is lined 
The sorghum mill is gone, light­ 
ening burned down the barn, but 
the old farm house still stands. 
"Despite all this green beauty 
w ith which we are surrounded, 
Palm Springs still stands out as 
the most beautiful, healthful place 
we have ever lived in, and we 
are counting the days when 
we 
can return to our home and once 
again see the sunrise over the 
desert from our very own hill­ 
side.

Army Sewage.. 


(Continued from F irst Page) 
the p lan t is as clear and pure as 
the w ater from a w ell or m oun­ 
tain stream . 


The sewage flows through a 
"digester" and a "clarifier” which 
rem ove all solids, deodorize, and 
destroy 
all 
germs. 
The w ater 
flowing from the plant can be 
used for irrigation w ith perfect 
safety to 
hum ans, 
anim als and 
plants, and the dry solids com 
ing from the plant can be used 
as com m ercial fertilizer. 
Many 
cities get considerable 
revenue 
from the sale 
of this fertilizer, 
Pasadena being one of these. 


The p lan t w ill have m ore than 
double the capacity needed for 
the present. 
Mr. H agar thought 
the present Palm Springs plant 
was designed to take care of 65 
gallons per day per person for 
a population of 3500, w hereas the 
new arm y plant will tak e 100 gal­ 
lons per capita per day for 8000 
people. 
The 
building 
will be 
very attractive and the plant and 
landscaped grounds w ill cover ap­ 
proxim ately 20 acres. 
The set­ 
tling beds in the river wash will 
be 600x600 feet in size. 


To Serve Two Army Bases 


The sew er system w ill begin 
at the Torney G eneral Hospital, 
thg, m ain line starting at T am ar­ 
isk Road and 
A venida 
de Los 
Caballeros, south on th a t street 
to Alejo, east to section line be­ 
tw een sections 13 and 18, south 
to the Ferrying Com m and and 
A irport; east to center line of 
Section 19. and south to approx­ 
im ately the center of th e section. 
The Ferrying Com m and will be 
served by the line as w ell as the 
hospital. 
The A rm y expects to get w ater 
for the sewage plant and grounds 
from the 
John 
W heeler 
well 
which is located in the northern 
part of Section 19. 
This well at 
present is serving the Ferrying 
Command. 
The city will get som e revenue 
from the sew erage plant, for it 
gets 2 percent from th e gross 
revenue of sale of w ater from the 
John W heeler w ell to th e Army, 
and m ay also be paid for ease­ 
m ents for the sew er line 
under 
the city’s streets. W heeler is now 
selling w ater 
to 
the Ferrying 
Command 
at 9c per 100 cubic 
feet. 
14-Inch Sewer Line 


Fourteen-inch pipe will be used 
for the sew er mains. 
T he site is 
on a 40-acre tract ow ned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Austin G. McManus, and 
it is believed a price w as subm it­ 
ted to the McM anuses yesterday. 
The rest of the section is owned 
by John W illiams, the M cM anus­ 
es and John W heeler, and there 
are no homes in the square mile. 
It 
will require 
at 
least 
90 
days to build the sew er line and 
chemical treatm ent plant, there­ 
fore w ork should be started im ­ 
m ediately, said Mr. Hagar. 
Engineer H agar is a very cour­ 
teous and w ell-posted young man, 
and he stated yesterday th a t the 
engineer’s office w ants to do ev­ 
erything in its pow er to satisfy 
the people of Palm Springs, as 
w ell as to place the plant in a lo­ 
cation w here it belongs and w here 
it can function properly.
